Elections: - On March 22, the City Attorney provided the Title and Summary to the proponents of 
the Building Moratorium; Restrictions on General Plan Amendments: Required Review of General 
Plan initiative petition. 

Also on March 22, staff received a recall petition draft from the proponents to recall 
Councilmember Krekorian. Staff has 10 days to review it and ensure it meets Election Code and 
City Charter requirements, before proponents can begin circulating the petition. 

2016 Neighborhood Council Elections - The Candidate Filing and Documentation Period has 
ended for Regions 1 through 7. The documentation deadline for Region 8 is March 25. Clerk staff 
has received 11 Vote- By-Mail applications for the Westwood NC. 

The final Lists of Certified Candidates have been published for Regions 1-6.

The E-signature pilot program is already proving to be a tremendous success. More than 20 files have been sent to the Mayor for 
electronic signature, and processing has been reduced from an average of 30 minutes per file to less than 30 seconds. 

New features to the Electronic Document Submission system (Novus) were offered to department users this week, which include a 
single login option, single document submission option, and an email receipt notification when documents are received or rejected 
by the City Clerk. These options were the result of suggestions received in response to our latest customer service survey. 

Applications and Infrastructure - Staff began a new Business Improvement project to develop an online application allowing the 
Business Improvement District contracted Owner's Associations to submit documentation via a web portal. Business requirements 
and data analysis started this week. 

The previous IT reclassification study lead by ITA and the independent contractor has been suspended indefinitely. A new eight- 
member subcommittee has been created to develop new IT classifications with the assistance of Personnel and ITA departments. 
Staff will be participating in the study. 

Historical Archives Research - An author researched the 1986 arson fire at LAPL. A team of documentarians researched the film 
collection for footage relating to the Chicano movement of the 1960s. The Department of Cultural Affairs researched the photo 
collection for images relating to water. 

AB1290/Council - Staff received 1 allocation request, drafted 2 contracts, executed 1 contract, has 10 close outs in process and 
completed a CPRA request for former Councilwoman Janice Hahn. 

General City Purposes - Staff processed 22 allocation requests, submitted 15 invoices for payment, drafted 1 contract and executed 
3 contracts.
